ERROR IN INSTRUCTIONS. 


Woman Who Was Convicted of Sending 
Poisoned Candy to Mrs. John P. Dun- 
ning Now Likely to Escape Penalty 
for Her Crime. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 5.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. Cordelia Botkin, who was recently con- 
victed of poisoning Mrs. John P. Dunning 
and her sister at Wilmington, Del., by means 
gf candy, and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, will get a new trial. The Attorney 
General confessed error in the instruc- 
tions of the court to the jury, and the Su- 


preme Court decided she must have a new 
trial | 


This action grew out of the case of Mur- 
derer Hoff, who secured a new trial be- 
cause the Judge gave instructions to the 
jury in regard to circumstantial evidence, 
which were regarded as comment on evi- 
dence submitted during the trial. 

Precisely the same instructions were given 
by the same Judge in the Botkin case. Mrs. 
Botkin already has an appeal before the 
Supreme Court on the question of jurisdic- 
tion, as she was tried here, though her 
victims diedin Delaware. In case of another 
trial the State of Delaware may not go to 
the expense of sending witnesses out here, 
and she may thus escape.

Steamboats Carry 60,000 to 100,000 
Packages Away from St. Joseph and 
Benton Harbor Daily — Ratiroads 
Handle Sixty Carloads Each Day — 


MICHIGAN BELT YIELDS LARGEST 


Season e at Beginning of Its Height | 


A Low Enough te Be Within 
Reach of All Housekeepers. 


The peach crop this season is larger 
than 
it has been in years. Reports received by 
TRIBUNE from the peach belt in Michi- 
an indicate that there will be enough of 
the fruit to satisfy the appetites of every 
one woman, and child in the United States. 
his week is practically the beginning of 
the height of the péach season. At present 
there are seven boats engaged in the trans- 
fer of the fruit from Michigan to Chicago. 
The Graham & Morton line has four boats, 
the City of Chicago, the City of Louisville, 


the City of Milwaukee, and |

Me are bringing in now about 50,000 
packages daily,” said Captain Baldwin of 
the Graham & Morton line last night, “ and 
before the end of the, week we expect to 
bring as much as 100,000 packages a day.” 

The Williams Transportation company, 
whose boats ply between South Haven and 
Chicago, handles from 30,000 to 60,000 pack- 
ages a day. Three steamers come into the 
harbor every day loaded with peaches. They 
are the.City of Kalamazoo, the Glenn, and 
the Parks. 3 

The prices of peaches this year are lower 

n they have been for many seasons. For 

housewife who expects to put up fruit 
for the winter it will be good news to hear 
she can buy all the peaches she wants at 
75 cents a bushel. There are fancy peaches 
which sell as high as $2 to $5 a bushel, but 
for average stock low prices are asked. 
Some fruit has been sold on South Water 
street as low as four cents a basket, and 
from that price up to 25 cents. 

“The high-grade peaches are coming in 
now,“ said Captain Swaile of the steamer 
Williams last night. They are the late 
Crawfords, Elbertas, and the Barnards, 
which really is the best favored peach grown 
in Michigan. The trees are weighted down 
with fruit, and I would gladly take a con- 
tract for a thousand bushels at 75 cents, and 
make money on the transaction.“ 

It is estimated that the railroad compa- 
nies handle over sixty carloads of fruit a- 
day, which is shipped from St. Joseph, Mich., 
to all points East and West. The express 
companies also handle a large portion of the 
shipments. The returns from this crop to 
the peach growers tributary to Benton Har- 
bor and St. Joseph alone were $70,000 yester- 
day, and this rate will be kept up, perhaps, 
for the next four weeks.

Employers’ Central Body to Fight

NEW COMPACT IS PREPARED. 


At a conference held yesterday afternoon 
between the Building Contractors’ council 
and a committee of millmen the former 
organization decided to stand by the mill- 
men who have refused to sign the new agree- 
ment of the Woodworkers’ union. It is sald 
the employers’ central body has formulated 
a plan of action which involves not only, 
fighting the union, but also those millmen 
who sign the new agreement. It is said to 
be the purpose of the Contractors’ council 
to wage an uncompromising war against 


both. 

The officers of the union declared the con- 
ference was held for the purpose of stiffen- 
ing the backs of several of the millmen who 
are disposed to sign the agreement. They 
asserted with a show of confidence that they 
would today secure the signatures of at 
least two of the larger milimen, and say 
they expect to secure several more before 
the end of the week. 


Claim Fourteen Signatures. 

The Woodworkers’ union secured two 
signatures yesterday, those of Bendien & 
Witt, 2687 South Throop street, one of the 
smaller mills, and Charles H. Waterstraat, 
1745 North Western avenue. Altogether they 
claim to have secured the signtures of fifteen 
firms, employing about 450 men. It is not 
expected that any of the bosses will attempt 
to resume work with non-union men this 
week, although the Phillip Rinn company is 
said to have advertised for hands. When 
the attempt at resumption of work is made 
a new complication will arise, as it is almost 
certain the engineers will also go out in all 
mill which employ nonunion men. 


Call Apprentices Together. 

The new apprenticeship rules embodied in 

the agreement between the Masons and 
Builders’ association and the Bricklayers 
and Stonemasons’ union came up for their 
first consideration at a meeting of the Joint 
Arbitration board of the two organizations 
during the day. The rule provides that once 
every month the apprentices shall report to 
the board, instead-of the tinions, as formerly. 
A large number of apprentices were on hand, 
and, during the three hours’ session of the 
board, they were made fully acquainted with 
the scope and purpose of the rules. 
An indication of the rigorous manner in 
which the board proposes to enforce the rule 
was furnished in the case of a contractor 
who had made no special effort to have an 
apprentice attend school, on the ground the 
boy was not specially anxious to do se. He 
was told that it was his duty to see that the 
boy did atterid school, regardless of his 
wishes, and that he would be held to thisby 
the hoard. 


Contractors Issue New Agreement. 

Copies of the proposed new agreement 
which the Building Contractors’ council is 
preparing to send to the various unions in 
the hope of getting their signatures are out. 


They are along the general lines of the 
4+ bricklayers’ agreement, and in the begin- 


ning recite the fact that they are for the 
purpose of preventing, strikes and locKouts 
and facilitating a peaceful adjustment of 
all grievahces and disputes which may arise 
from time to time. The following code of 
principles is laid down a basis for joint 
working rules and to gov the action of the 
Arbitration board: 

1. That thege shall be no limitation as to the 
amount of work a man shall perform during his 
working day. 

2. That there shall be no restriction of the use of 
machinery or tools. A 

8. That there shall be no restriction of the use 
of any manufactured material except prison made. 

4. That no person shall have the right to inter- 
fere with any workman during working hours. 
2 st ig t the use of apprentices shall not be pro- 

ted. 

6. That the foreman shall be the agent of the 
employer. 

7. That all workmen are at liberty to work for 
whom they see fit. 

8. That all employers are at liberty to employ 
and discharge whom they see fit. 


Arbitration Board Supreme. 


Eight hours are to constitute a day’s work, 
and the Saturday half holiday is provided 
for during the months of June, July, and 
August. Time and a half is provided for 
overtime, and double time for Sundays and 
holidays. It is also provided that no work 
shall be done on Labor day. All disputes are 
to be settled by a joint board of arbitra- 
tion, as in the case of the bricklayers’ agree- 


ment. and it is given the fullest power to 


enforce its edicts. As in the case of the 
bricklayers’ agreement, the sympathetic 
strike is abolished. It is only to become 
operative when the union withdraws per- 
manently from the Building Trades council, 
and agrees not to become affiliated with any 
organization of a like character during the 
life of the agreement.

PIONEER CHICAGO CONTRACTOR 
PASSES AWAY AT ELMHURST. 


Comes to City in 1850, Beginning Ca- 
reer as Conductor on First North- 
western Train on Galena Division— 
Censtructs Initial Tunnel and Crib 
for Water Works — Inaugurates 
t im State 
Street and Other Improvements, 


John Ei McMahon, a pioneer in Chicago, 
who ran the first train over the North- 
western road out of the city and built the 
first tunnel.and crib for the city water 
works, died yesterday at Himhurst, the 
summer residence of his daughter, Mrs. 
Thomas Lynch. Mr. McMahon was 72 years 
old, and had in the fifty years of his Chicago 
residence become one of the best known con- 
tractors. 

Mr. McMahon

Two years ago 
his wife died, and Mr. McMahon moved to 
the residence of his son-in-law, Thomas 
Lynch, 256 Dearborn avenue.

Mayor Harrison Yields to Demand of 
Citizens’ Committee—More V

Mayor Harrison was visited yesterday by a 
deputation of citizens from Grand Crossing, 
headed by Father Sylvester Maloney of St. 
Lawrence Church, Seventy-third street and 
Madison avenue, who demanded that the 
Illinois Central railway company be forced 
to place better protection at the Seventy- 
ninth street crossing. Daniel Kelly, a resi- 
dent of Grand Crossing, was killed on Mon- 
day night by a suburban train at that grade 
crossing, and the residents feel that the rall- 
way company is to blame. Mayor Harrison 
promised that he would have the matter at- 
tended to at once, and, if necessary, would 
place a special officer there until the proper 
protection was provided by the company. 

Deputy Coroner Cobb takes issue with the

:irregularities in connection with the Kelly 


inquest. He claims that he did not exeeed , 


his rights in acceding to the request of the 
Coroner’s jury to assist in formulating a 
verdict. He also claims that he gave the 
friends and relatives of the deceased every 
opportunity to present any evidence in their 
possession, but the only evidence obtainable 
was that of the engineer and fireman of the 
suburban train, who testified that Mr. Kelly 
was seventy feet from the street crossing 
when he was struck. This, he maintains,, 
was so far away that a crossing watchman 
could not have prevented the accident if one 
had been on duty. ) 

A verdict of accidental death was returned 
by the Coroner’s inquest oi the deaths of 
Frank Collignon and Alfred Williams, whe 


were killed by a Chicago and Northwestern 


railroad train at Rogers Park on Tuesday. 
The two boys were crossing the tracks at 
Birchwood avenue, and escaped from a 
northbound train only to be struck by a 
southbound train. 

Mark Bennett, engineer, said that he saw 
the boys when the train was a quarter of a 
mile from the scene of the accident, and that 
they were sitting near the track at the time.

This government has 
not been officially informed that the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua has forfeited the con- 
cession granted the Cragin-Eyre syndicate, 
but unofficially that information is in pos- 
session of the State department. Minister 
Calvo, representing the Costa Rica govern- 
ment in Washington, kndws this concession 
has been forfeited, and convinced that 
Nicaragua has endeavored to clear the way 
for negotiations with this government that 
will result in the construction of the canal 
by the United States and at the earliest 
day possible. 

The Maritime company’s concession, which 
expired by limitation on the 9th of October, 
1809, was followed by the immediate opera- 
tion of the concession granted the Cragin- 
Eyre people. Under that concession the pro- 
posed new company was required to organ- 
ize within six months from the date named, 
and within four.months from the date cf 
the organization of the company, to pay to 
the government of Nicaragua the sum of 
$400,000, that being the balance due on the 
bonus of half a million, which was agreed 
to be paid for the concession. 

Under the most extreme limit of time that 
amount of money became due Aug. 10 last. 
It was not paid, and on the next day the 
Nicaraguan government, acting under the 
forfeiture clause of the contract with the 
company, forefited the contract and declared 
it to be null and void. . 

This action wipes out all private conces- 
sions granted by Nicaragua, and leaves the 
way clear for any future action she may 
desire to take. 

The department is convinced that Nic- 
aragua now believes that the canal can only 
be constructed by the United States gov- 
ernment, and that the granting of private 
concessions only delays the day for the 
active prosecution of this great work.

Indiana Campaign Is Opened 


by the Senator in a Speech 
.: the Capital. 


NATION FACES A PERIL. 


What Bryan’s Election Would 
Mean to Workers Throughout 
This Country Explained. 


M'KINLEY POLICY UPHELD. 


Indianapolis, Ind., ‘Sept. 5. , 
The opening of the 
campaign in this city tonight was an enthu- 
siastic affair. No attempt had been made to 
have a street demonstration, only an escort 
being selected for Senator G. W. Fairbanks, 
who was taken from the Denison Hotel to 
English’s Opera-House, where he spoke, but 
along the route followed were thousands of 
persons, who cheered the senior Senator of 
the Hoosier State. The Marion club, with 
several hundred young men in white duck, 
escorted the Senator. The marching club of 
a la industrial establishment also was in 


line. | Along the route the marchers created ; 


a warlike din by pounding the asphalt pave- 


ments with cartridge cand. The demon- 


stration, novel to campa » was similar 
to the long rattle of musketry. Horses were 
frightened and women jumped. 

English’s Opera-House, one of the largest 
auditoriums in the city, was crowded an 
hour before the speaker arrived, and thou- 
sands were turned away. John L. Griffith, 
several times defeated for the Republican 
nomination for Governor, presided and made 
a brief, telling speech introducing Mr. Fair- 
banks. The Senator received a fine ovation 
and his speech was tremendously applauded. 
The crowd cheered that part of his address 
insisting that imperialism was not the para- 


mount issue of the campaign. 


Party Proud of Its Record. 

Senator Fairbanks said in part: 

We come before the people with no 
apology upon our lips, but with a luminous 
record of righteous deeds done, with prom- 
ise wrought into fulfillment. We are not 
ashamed of our old issues, nor afraid frank- 
ly to espouse our new ones. Our record is 
before the people, and it is a part of the 
enduring history of the republic. We could 
not change it if we would, and we would 
not if we could. 

“No one has shared more in the pros- 
perity stimulated by the McKinley admin- 
istration than the farmers of the United 
States. No one suffered more than they 
during the previous administration. Their 


gain in the enhanced value of live stock | 


and ten staple crops in four yeary is more 
than one billion dollars. Add to this mil- 
lions more in the incréased value of wool, 
butter, eggs, fruits, vegetables, lands, and 
other property and we shall gain some con- 
ception of the benefit of the present admin- 
istration to the farmers of the country.

Bryan’s Power to Oust Gold. 


“It has been said by some, who have cer- 
tainly not given careful and sericus thought 
to this vital subject, that if Mr. Bryan 
should be elected and carry the House of 
Representatives the gold standard would 
be secure because of the Republican Senate. 
Is it wise to take chances? Is it a part of 
conservative policy to hazard our prosperity 
for years to come upon such an assumption? 
Unfortunately, his election would be accom- 
panied by enough seats in the Senate before 
the expiration of his term to place it abso- 
lutely in his power to accomplish the great 
purpose of the campaign of 1896, and the 
real and overmastering purpose of the pend- 
ing campaign—free silver coinage or silver 
monometallism. But, assuming that he 
should not secure immediate possession of 
the Senate, his election would be a menage 
to the integrity of our currency system. 
The apprehension alone would cause hesi- 
tancy, commencial atrophy. 

„The loss resulting from the free coinage 
of silver would fall not only upon the capital- 
ists and workingmen with cruel severity, but 
it would seriously injure the 998,000 pension- 
ers of the republic. We shall not consent 
that they shall be paid in depreciated or 48 
cent dollars. Our soldiers and sailors ren- 
dered unselfish service in the tragic hours 
of the republic, and the government should 
never consent to pay those who are upon 
the pension roll in money less valuable than 
the best. 

“Wages are none too high. The over- 
throw of the gold standard and the e«tab- 
lishment of silver monometallism would 
mean their immediate and inevitable reduc- 
tion. A reduction in the value of money 
in which wages are paid is, in effect, a re- 
duction in wages.

2 The future rests within the supreme con- 
trol of the American people. It rests within 
the sound discretion of Congress. Until 
Congress shall otherwise decree the Presi- 


dent of the United States must go forward 


in the work of pacification—in the work of 


establishing civil government. 
“Tf the possession of the Philippines Is 


imperialistic, Mr. Bryan’s insistence upon 


the ratification of the treaty was unwise and 
indefensible. What think you of a states- 
man who would advocate the ratification of 
a treaty «which is inimical to the republic 
and which lays strong and firm the founda- 
tion of an empire? If Mr. Bryan is right 
now, his potential support of the ratification 
of the treaty was a stupendous blunder. 
If, however, he was right then, his present 
attitude with reference to the result of the 
ratification is utterly inexcusable. 


Republicans Foes to Trusts. 
On the subject of trusts the Senator said: 
“The Republican party recognizes the 
honest codperation of capital to meet new 
business conditions and to promote the ex- 
tension of our foreign trade.
